Alumni celebrate past, 
anticipate future 


R eturning SMCC alumni and friends experienced an 
equally busy Homecoming. Following the Friday golf 
tournament at Fernwood Country Club, approximately 35 
members from the Classes of ’46, ’47, and ’48 gathered at 
Mr. Whiskers Restaurant to spend additional time together. 

Prior to the presentation of the 1999 Homecoming Court 
and the match-up between Hinds and SMCC, Saturday’s 
activities began with a picnic in the grove, sponsored by the 
SMCC Marching Band to honor SMCC alumni, followed by 
an Alumni Baseball Classic and the annual alumni reception 
and banquet. During the banquet, W. R. “Billy” Catchings 
received the Alumnus of the Year Award and Martha Ray- 
born Hall and Donald Butler were inducted into the Sports 
Hall of Fame. 

Alumnus of the Year recipient Billy Catchings attended 
Southwest in 1947 and continued his education at Ole Miss 
where he earned a Bachelor of Science Degree in Pharmacy. 
A lifetime member of the Alumni Association and a part of 
SMCC legacy, Billy was instrumental in the restoration ef¬ 
forts of the Alumni House, also known as Gillis Hall. 

After his retirement from Wyeth Laboratories, he served 
in various building projects and mission trips. In 1997 the 
Rotary Club awarded him the Service Above Self Award. 
Inducted into the Sports Hall of Fame, Martha Rayborn 


Hall was a member of the SMCC basketball team from 1968- 
1969. At SMCC, she was also a member of the cheerleading 
squad, tennis and volleyball teams, and intramural ping 
pong champion. Hall was chosen most outstanding athlete 
and ranked third in the state in women’s tennis. After 
SMCC, Martha continued her education at Mississippi State 
College for Women where she was captain of the 1971 
National Basketball Championship Team. Hall currently 
resides in Florida and teaches at Melbourne High School. 

Sports Hall of Fame inductee Donald Butler, a Liberty 
native, was a 1955 SMCC graduate. At SMCC, Butler 
played half-back for the Bears. After SMCC, Butler grad¬ 
uated from the F. B. I. Academy in Washington, D. C. 
During his lifelong commitment to public service and law 
enforcement, Butler served as interim commissioner of the 
Mississippi Highway Patrol from 1978-1982. Then, Gov¬ 
ernor Bill Allain appointed Butler Director of the Mississippi 
Bureau of Narcotics. Following his 1986 retirement, Butler 
continues to serve - first as Deputy Fire Marshall and cur¬ 
rently as chief deputy for the Amite County Sheriff De¬ 
partment. 

Thus, the 1999 Homecoming Honorees not only served 
SMCC during their time here, but they have also continued 
to serve long after their years at SMCC ended. 

Lined up to begin the tournament, each 
player knew that one team would emerge 
victorious, but at the beginning of the day, 
all had an equal start.

Mathematics 

S ome consider math a welcomed challenge; others 
consider math a worrisome course. Regardless of 
each student’s outlook, math is a required course for 
SMGG graduation. Understanding the diversity in mathe¬ 
matic backgrounds, SMGC offers math courses spanning 
many levels of difficulty, beginning with elementary alge¬ 
bra and progressing to Calculus IV or Differential Equa¬ 
tions. Required math labs coincide with classroom in¬ 
struction in some math areas to aid SMGC students. 

Students majoring in elementary education enroll in 
Real Numbers, taught only during fall semesters. Here, 
these future teachers get their first glimpse of life as a 
teacher. They must discipline themselves to work in¬ 
dependently to complete assignments on time. For those 
individuals needing additional assistance on the way, Dr. 
Thomas Calhoun steps in to explain the mathematical 
concepts.

From formaldehyde in one lab to 
Bunsen burners in another, SMCC students gain hands- 
on experience through laboratory experiments in Biolo¬ 
gy, Anatomy and Physiology, Microbiology, Physics, 
Physical Science, and Chemistry in preparation for their 
futures as teachers, nurses, pharmacists, physical thera¬ 
pists, dentists, doctors, or medical technologists.

Health Occupations 


P erhaps you’ve noticed the students on campus with 
rolling bookbags. If so, more than likely they were 
nursing students who needed these moving bookbags to 
transport their books to and from class. With continued 
research, health information increases rapidly, as well as the 
need for knowledgeable health care professionals. 

Realizing the importance of these health care personnel, 
SMCC offers programs for a career in health occupations. 
After fulfilling necessary requirements, SMCC students may 
choose the twelve-week Nursing Assistant program, the one- 
year Licensed Practical Nursing program, or the two-year 
Associate Degree Nursing program. In these programs, nur¬ 
sing students listen to lectures, study for hours, and work in 
clinical settings to prepare themselves for their chosen ca¬ 
reers. At the end of their time at SMCC, these same students 
must pass standardized tests to demonstrate their proficiency 
in their nursing area. 

The difficult, rigorous, often stressful nursing curriculum 
tests students’ patience and endurance at times. Yet, those 
who survive, those who go the distance reach new heights 
toward obtaining a career in health occupations.

W ith technological advancements 
occurring daily, the new millenni¬ 
um will necessitate increased technical 
knowledge and application. With its 
many diverse programs, SMCC gives tra¬ 
ditional and non-traditional students an 
opportunity to find a program that pre¬ 
pares them for the workforce. SMCC 
students who do not want to attend a 
four-year institution can complete their 
training, obtain a degree or certificate, 
and enter the workforce well-prepared to 
meet the demands of the new millenni¬ 
um. 

Walking through instructional areas in 
the vocational-technical division, one 
finds students actively preparing for the 
future through technical and vocational 
programs. Technical programs include 


child development, computer informa¬ 
tion systems, automotive, diesel, electri¬ 
cal, office systems, law enforcement, ma¬ 
chine shop, marketing management, 
robotics, and well construction.

D irected by Shelton Whittington, Drum Ma¬ 
jor Catherine Wall, and Assistant Drum Ma¬ 
jor Michael Graves, the SMCC Marching Band 
brings their musical talents and abilities together to 
entertain the crowd, enhance school spirit, and 
entice potential musicians. Dance line and flag 
auxiliary members complement each performance. 
Beginning practice during the summer heat and 
continuing throughout the academic year, these 
band, dance line, and flag auxiliary members dem¬ 
onstrate endurance and coordination as well as years 
of training.

Brad Havard, Max Weathers, Carmus Haynes, 
Jonathon Breasher, and Carroll Landry participated 
in the All-Star football game in Booneville, Missis¬ 
sippi. Seeing the grit and grind Bear players exhibit, 
senior-college recruiters seek signees to enhance 
their athletic program. 

After the 1999 season, four-year institutions 
gained from SMCCs success by signing eight Bears.

A s the nights grew cold and with football season over, 
Bear fans moved indoors to Horace C. Holmes Gym¬ 
nasium to follow the action of Bear basketball. Winning the 
first four games of the season, the Bears’ momentum dimin¬ 
ished, unfortunately, as the season progressed. In spite of the 
losses, the young men’s team found that playing collegiate 
sports was a learning process. 

Two contests highlighted the men’s season — a thrilling 
123-119 overtime victory over Delgado Community College 
and a 81-69 victory over a stunned, nationally ranked Co- 
Lin. With 4.5 seconds left in regulation play again Delgado, 
sophomore guard Trent Forrest hit a 3-pointer to tie the 
game. At the end of the overtime buzzer, the Bears reigned. 
Sophomore Zebton Wells racked up an amazing 35 points, 
while freshman Cassidy Thompson finished with 20 points. 

Defeating rival Co-Lin proved to be the “sweetest” victory 
of the season. An eighth ranked Co-Lin journeyed south, 
assuming an easy victory over a team that had suffered seven 
straight losses. The Bears, on the other hand, had other 
plans for the Wolves. Co-Lin jumped out to a 12-2 lead, and 
many thought this pace would continue. But the Bears 
regrouped, entering the locker room at half with a 3 / -29 
lead. After half, Co-Lin regained the lead, but only mo¬ 
mentarily. With a 58-43 Bear lead and 11:3/ left in the 
game, the Bears played ball control while the Wolves tried to 
get back in the game — an attempt that proved fruitless. 
The Bears extended the lead, winning 81-69. Sophomore 
center Zebton Wells scored 24 points, while Sedric Travis 
managed 18 points and Thompson added 16 points. 

Despite their youth and inexperience as college athletes, 
the young Bear team gave basketball fans a season filled with 
action, excitement, and Bears going for the goal.

W inning the first nine games of the season, the 
Lady Bears seemed to be unbeatable. Retur¬ 
ning from the Christmas holidays with an overall 
record of 9-2, the pace continued with a 74-56 
victory over the Mississippi Delta Trojans. 

The Lady Bears prevailed against the Lady Tro¬ 
jans behind the inside play of Erika Rogers and the 
outside shooting of guard Dee Dee Jenkins. Rogers 
scored 23 points and Jenkins scored 15 points, all 3- 
pointers. With 11:37 left in the first half, the Lady 
Trojans led 9-8. The Lady Bears came alive, thanks 
to Jenkins’ four 3-pointers, ending the first half up 
23-14. The victory improved the Lady Bears record 
to 10-2. Unfortunately, the tide turned with the 
Lady Bears dropping five of the next nine games. 

During the season, the Lady Bears seized sizable 
wins. The greatest margin of victory occurred with 
Crowley Ridge, both at Summit and in Arkansas. 
Hosting Crowley’s Ridge in November, the Lady 
Bears dominated the game with a 75-30 victory. 
Erika Rogers netted 17 points. Sylvia Scott added 9 
points, while Misty Stevens and Lawanda Alexander 
scored 8 points each. Traveling to Arkansas in Janu¬ 
ary, the Lady Bears once again dominated the 
courts with a 82-47 win. Lawanda Alexander’s 13 
points led five other Lady Bears in scoring. Misty 
Stevens had 11 points, while Terri Wheat, Brenda 
Alexander, Danielle Seals, and Jessica Herron all 
contributed 10 points each. 

For the Lady Bears, it was a time of challenges, a 
time of growing, and by the season’s end these 
fifteen young ladies had achieved new heights in 
reaching the goal.

The 1998-99 SMCC baseball team finished its 
season with a 17-25 record. However, statistics fail 
to reflect the hustle and competitive spirit the Bear 
team displayed throughout the season. Final scores 
showed that slim margins separated the Bears from 
their opponents. Sophomore Ben King capped off 
his stellar career at Southwest by being named to the 
first team All-State and All-Region 23 squads. At 
the season’s end, three Bears signed senior college 
scholarships. 

When asked at the beginning of the season to 
describe this year’s team, Coach Larry Holmes stat¬ 
ed, “The 1999-2000 version of Bears baseball will 
be one of anticipation and excitement.
